WASHINGTON. 


Important Decision by the Supreme 
Court—The Case of Spangler and 
Arnold—The Isthmus Canal Treaty 
—The Remains of Harold, Atzerot 

and Booth. 

WASnIN rox, February B.—In the Su- 
preme Court to-day Chief Justice Chase 
delived an opinion deciding that gold con- 
tractors must be satisfied with coin where 
no kind of currency is not mentioned, 
then legal tenders are as lawful. In such 
connection Messrs. Davis and Swayne 
gave their qualified consent, but Mr. 
Miller dissented in a great measure from 
the opinion. 

As preliminary to the argument on the 
application to issue a writ of prohibition 
against Judge Underwood, the court or- 
dered a certified copy of the proceedings 
in the case of Peter Phillips to be pro- 
duced. 

The application for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus inthe case of Spangler and Arnold, 
the Dry Tortugas prisoners, is to be ar- 
gued. 

The President to-day sent to the Senate 
the treaty recently negotiated by General 
Cushing for the Isthmus canal. 

The remains of Harold, another of the 
assiseination conspirators, were, by order 
of the President, given up on Saturday to 
his mother, and interred in the Congrega- 
tional Cemetery. An order has been ob- 
tained for the delivery of Atzerot’s body 
to his friends. Booth’s remains will also 
be given up for interment in Baltimore, 
near the grave of his mother. 


NEW YORK. 


Immense Mass Meeting Heid in Be- 
half of Ireland. 

New Yorx, February 15.—An immense 
mass meeting was held this evening at 
the Cooper Institute in favor of the free- 
dom of Ireland and the liberation of the

Eprrorns AVALANCHE: Tam returning 
to the Bluff City from an extended tour 
through the counties bordering on the Ar- 
kansas river—am aboard a staunch little 
steamer, and have coneluded to jot down 
a few observations which may possibly 
entertain a few, at least, of your readers, 

To the traveler, whose business or 
pleasure carries him often abroad, there 
is nosweeter name than home. A return 
to the spot rendered sacred by ties dearer 
than all others, is hailed always with a 


deep and peculiar pleasure. My enjoyment 
in this instance, however, is somewhat 
marred by being compelled to separate 
from a ple whose cordial hos- 
pitality in every instance has bound 
me closely in the ties of a grateful mem- 
ory. They seem to have gone through a 
kind of jury trial, which has purified their 
social atmosphere and bound them to- 
oy as one people—having a communi- 
y of suffering and 4 consequent social 
sympathy. That the people of Arkausas 
have suffered — 4 none will pretend 
to deny. Those who have not been visi- 
ted by the militia have suffered a degree 
of suspense and anxiety almost equal to 
the reality. Their day of trial has passed, 
however, andthe great reaction is Naina 
felt already in business circles, as well as 
upon the plantation.

sas. is is no idle observation, 
but is based on (facts which are 
demonstrable to every clear-headed 


thinker who isat all familiar with the 
country, The writer conversed freely with 
Governor Clayten, who assured biin (hat 
in a very few days the entire militia force 
would rmanently disbanded, and 
that the civil laws would be again in full 
force. This will be peculiarly gratifying 
tothe friendsof peace and social pros- 
rity everywhere, aud the accomplish- 
ment of this much desired end will be 
hailed as the dawn of brighter and more 
prosperous days for Arkansas.
